It was to be upright and 
fearless and honorable, and to brush your clothes properly ; and in general always 
to do the right thing in every department of life. The right thing to do for 
religion was to go to some good church on Sundays. 

When Father went to church and sat in his pew, he felt he was doing enough. 
Any further spiritual work ought to be done by the clergy.
